WHEREAS  the  Merritt  Cen¬ 
tral  Irrigation  District  is  an 
improvement  district  under 
the  “  Water  Act 


And  whereas  section  51  of  the  said  Act  em¬ 
powers  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in  Council  to  re¬ 
call  the  Letters  Patent  of  any  improvement  district 
and  to  issue  in  their  place  other  Letters  Patent: 

And  whereas  We  have  thought  lit,  by  and  with 
the  advice  and  consent  of  Our  Executive  Council, 
under  and  by  virtue  of  the  powers  and  authorities 
contained  in  the  said  “  Water  Act,”  to  recall  the 
Letters  Patent  of  the  Merritt  Central  Irrigation  Dis¬ 
trict  and  to  issue  in  their  place  these  Letters  Patent: 

Now  know  ye  that  by  these  presents  We  do 
hereby  order  and  proclaim: — 

1.  The  incorporation  of  the  Merritt  Central  Irri¬ 
gation  District  be  continued. 

2.  The  territorial  limits  of  the  Merritt  Central 
Irrigation  District  shall  hereafter  comprise  the  tract 
of  land  situate  in  Kamloops  Division  of  Yale  Land 
District  and  Kamloops  Land  Registration  District 
more  particularly  described  as:  Blocks  21,  25,  26, 
and  29  to  47,  inclusive,  of  Registered  Plan  717, 
District  Lot  123;  Blocks  136,  144,  145,  154,  155, 
164,  165,  and  174  of  Registered  Plan  717,  District 
Lot  122;  one-acre  parcel  as  shown  on  Registered 
Plan  B851  of  District  Lot  123;  Lots  1  to  37,  in¬ 
clusive,  of  Registered  Plan  565,  District  Lot  123; 
and  Block  28  of  Registered  Plan  717,  District  Lot 
123;  and  all  subdivisions  thereof. 


3.  The  objects  of  the  said  improvement  district 
shall  be  the  acquisition,  maintenance,  and  operation 
of  works  for  the  diversion,  storage,  carriage,  and 
distribution  of  water  for  irrigation  purpose,  and  all 
matters  incidental  thereto. 


4.  There  shall  be  three  Trustees  of  the  said  im¬ 
provement  district. 

5.  There  shall  be  an  election  of  Trustees  of  the 
said  district  held  in  1956  which  shall  be  carried 
out  as  and  when  directed  by  the  Comptroller  of 
Water  Rights. 

6.  The  persons  qualified  to  vote  at  the  election 
of  Trustees  held  in  1956  shall  be  Canadian  citizens 
who  are  twenty-one  years  of  age  or  older  and  are 
owners  of  land  in  the  improvement  district,  or  the 
authorized  agents  of  any  boards  or  corporations 
that  are  the  owners  of  such  lands,  or  the  legal 
representatives  of  any  owners  of  such  lands  who 
have  died,  become  insolvent  or  insane,  and  are 
entitled  to  be  registered  under  the  “  Provincial 
Elections  Act  ”;  the  persons  qualified  to  be  candi¬ 
dates  at  the  said  election  shall  be  the  persons  quali¬ 
fied  as  aforesaid  to  vote,  and  their  wives  and 
husbands. 

7.  The  candidate  elected  as  Trustee  for  whom 
the  greatest  number  of  votes  is  cast  at  the  general 
meeting  called  pursuant  to  clause  5  hereof  shall 
hold  office  until  the  annual  general  meeting  of 
1959,  the  candidate  elected  for  whom  the  second 
greatest  number  of  votes  is  cast  shall  hold  office 
until  the  annual  general  meeting  of  1958,  and  the 
candidate  elected  for  whom  the  third  greatest 
number  of  votes  is  cast  shall  hold  office  until  the 
annual  general  meeting  of  1957,  but  should  there 
be  nominated  no  more  than  three  candidates  for 
the  office  of  Trustee,  or  should  any  two  or  more 
candidates  receive  an  equal  number  of  votes,  then 
the  person  so  directed  by  the  Comptroller  to  hold 
the  said  election  shall  have  power  to  and  shall  de¬ 


clare  which  of  the  candidates  are  elected  and  which 
shall  hold  office  until  the  next,  the  second,  and  the 
third  succeeding  annual  general  meetings  respec¬ 
tively. 

8.  All  subsequent  elections  of  Trustees  shall  be 
held  at  the  annual  general  meetings  of  the  improve¬ 
ment  district,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Trustees 
to  call  a  general  meeting  to  be  held  between  Janu¬ 
ary  1st  and  May  1st  in  each  year  for  the  following 
purposes: — 

(a)  To  receive  from  the  Trustees  a  report  on 
conditions  of  the  works  and  a  statement  of 
the  financial  condition  of  the  improvement 
district: 

( b )  To  discuss  with  the  Trustees  any  matter 
relating  to  the  works  or  finances  of  the 
improvement  district:

PRIVATE  BILLS 


Excerpt  from  Standing  Orders  Relating  to 
Private  Bills 

100.  (1)  All  applications  to  the  Legislative 
Assembly  for  Private  Bills  of  any  nature  whatso¬ 
ever  shall  require  the  publication  of  a  notice  clearly 
and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature  and  object  of 
the  application,  and  when  the  application  refers  to 
any  proposed  work,  indicating  sufficiently  the  loca¬ 
tion  of  the  work,  to  be  signed  by  or  on  behalf  of 
the  applicant. 

(2)  Such  notice  shall  be  published  in  The  British 
Columbia  Gazette  and  once  a  week  in  one  leading 
daily  newspaper  freely  circulating  in  all  parts  of 
the  Province.  The  notice  in  such  newspaper  to 
appear  on  Wednesday  of  each  week. 

(3)  When  the  proposed  Bill  is  of  such  a  nature 
that  it  may  particularly  affect  one  or  more  electoral 
districts,  the  notice  shall  furthermore  be  published 
once  a  week  if  possible  in  some  newspaper  in  every 
electoral  district  affected,  or  if  there  be  no  news¬ 
paper  published  therein,  then  in  a  newspaper  pub¬ 
lished  in  the  electoral  district  nearest  thereto. 

(4)  The  publication  of  such  notice  shall  in  all 
cases  be  continued  for  a  period  of  four  weeks 
during  the  interval  of  time  between  the  close  of 
the  next  preceding  Session  and  the  consideration 
of  the  petition. 

97.  No  petition  for  any  Private  Bill  shall  be 
received  by  the  House  after  the  first  ten  days  of 
each  Session,  nor  may  any  Private  Bill  be  presented 
to  the  House  after  the  first  three  weeks  of  each 
Session,  nor  may  any  report  of  any  Standing  or 
Select  Committee  upon  a  Private  Bill  be  received 
after  the  first  four  weeks  of  each  Session,  and  no 
motion  for  the  suspension  or  modification  of  this 
Standing  Order  shall  be  entertained  by  the  House 
until  the  same  has  been  reported  on  by  the  Com¬ 
mittee  on  Standing  Orders,  or  after  reference  made 
thereof  at  a  previous  sitting  of  the  House  to  the 
Standing  Committees  charged  with  the  considera¬ 
tion  of  Private  Bills,  who  shall  report  thereon  to 
the  House.  And  if  this  rule  shall  be  suspended  or 
modified  as  aforesaid,  the  promoters  of  any  Private 
Bill  which  is  presented  after  the  time  hereinbefore 
limited,  or  for  which  the  petition  has  been  received 
after  the  time  hereinbefore  limited,  shall  in  either 
case  pay  double  the  fees  required  in  respect  of  such 
Bill  by  this  rule,  unless  the  House  shall  order  to 
the  contrary. 


98.  ( 1 )  Any  person  seeking  to  obtain  any  Private 
Bill  shall  deposit  with  the  Clerk  of  the  House,  eight 
clear  days  before  the  opening  of  the  Session: — 

(a)  A  printed  copy  of  such  Bill: 

( b )  A  copy  of  the  petition  to  be  presented  to 
the  House: 

(c)  Copies  of  the  notices  published,  with  publi¬ 
cation  proved  by  a  statutory  declaration  or 
affidavit  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Clerk  of 
the  House. 

(2)  At  the  time  of  depositing  the  Bill  and  peti¬ 
tion  the  applicant  shall  also  pay  to  the  Clerk  of 
the  House  the  sum  of  three  hundred  dollars. 

(3)  If  a  copy  of  the  Bill,  petition,  and  notices 
proved  as  aforesaid  shall  not  have  been  so  deposited 
in  the  hands  of  the  Clerk  of  the  House  at  least  eight 
clear  days  before  the  opening  of  the  Session  or  if 
the  petition  has  not  been  presented  to  the  House 
within  the  first  ten  days  of  the  Session,  the  amount 
to  be  paid  to  the  Clerk  shall  be  six  hundred  dollars. 
If  the  Bill  shall  not  pass  second  reading  one-half 
of  the  fees  shall  be  returned. 

101.  Every  petition  signed  by  an  agent  or  attor¬ 
ney  in  fact  shall  be  accompanied  by  the  authority 
of  such  agent  or  attorney  in  fact,  and  the  petition 
shall  not  be  deemed  to  be  filed  with  the  Clerk  until 
this  is  done. 

102.  Before  any  petition  praying  for  leave  to 
bring  in  a  Private  Bill  for  the  erection  of  a  toll- 
bridge  is  received  by  the  House,  the  person  or 
persons  intending  to  petition  for  such  Bill  shall, 
upon  giving  the  notice  prescribed  by  Standing  Order 
100,  also  at  the  same  time  and  in  the  same  manner 
give  notice  of  the  rates  which  they  intend  to  ask, 
the  extent  of  the  privilege,  the  height  of  the  arches, 
the  interval  between  the  abutments  or  piers  for  the 
passage  of  rafts  or  vessels,  and  mentioning  also 
whether  they  intend  to  erect  a  drawbridge  or  not, 
and  the  dimensions  of  the  same. 

103.  (1)  All  Private  Bills  for  Acts  of  incorpora¬ 
tion  shall  be  so  framed  as  to  incorporate  by  refer¬ 
ence  to  the  clauses  of  the  general  Acts  relating  to 
the  details  to  be  provided  for  by  such  Bills:  Special 
grounds  shall  be  established  for  any  proposed  de¬ 
parture  from  this  principle,  or  for  the  introduction 
of  other  provisions  as  to  such  details,  and  a  note 
shall  be  appended  to  the  Bill  indicating  the  provi¬ 
sions  thereof  in  which  the  general  Act  is  proposed 
to  be  departed  from.  Bills  which  are  not  framed 
in  accordance  with  this  Standing  Order  shall  be 
recast  by  the  promoters  and  reprinted  at  their 
expense  before  any  Committee  passes  upon  the 
clauses. 

(2)  Every  Bill  for  an  Act  of  incorporation, 
where  a  form  of  model  Bill  has  been  adopted, 
shall  be  drawn  in  accordance  with  the  model  Bill 
(copies  of  model  Bills  may  be  obtained  from  the 
Clerk  of  the  House).  Any  provisions  contained 
in  any  such  Bill  which  are  not  in  accord  with  the 
model  Bill  shall  be  inserted  between  brackets  or 
underlined,  and  shall  be  so  printed. 

(3)  Any  exceptional  provisions  that  it  may  be 
proposed  to  insert  in  any  Bill  shall  be  clearly 
specified  in  the  notice  of  application  for  same.
